in Valley schools halted

School Supt. Glen Wegner has 
ordered 
a 
moratorium 
on 
the 
distribution of Gideon Bibles in 
Lompoc Valley schools in the face of 
complaints and the threat of legal 
action 
by 
the 
American 
Civil 
Liberties Union. 
Wegner told the Record today that 
distribution of the bibles had halted 
at his request, and noted: “In fact 
they’re chewing on a bone that has 
been 
long 
dead.” 
It 
was 
not 
immediately clear when Wegner 
had asked that distribution of the 
bibles be discontinued or the reason 
for such action on his part. 


The issue came to light last week 
when the ACLU made public a letter 
to 
Wegner 
noting 
receipt 
of 
complaints from Lompoc Valley 
residents, “ that you have authorized 
and encouraged the distribution of 
sectarian religious materials — i.e. 
Gideon Bibles — to public school 
children on school property during 
school hours.” The letter closed 
with the threat of legal action if the 
practice was not halted. 


Wegner said he had written a 
letter to the Gideon Bible Society, 
“telling them to stop distribution for 
the time being. ” 


“ We ll check the legality of the 
situation to see if the American 
Civil Liberties Union has a case or 
not,” Wegner said. “ Sometimes the 
ACLU uses a certain amount of 
bluff.” 


Wegner said he didn’t know how 
many bibles had been handed out in 
Lompoc Unified School District, but 
that he planned to find out. “The 
Gideon Society asked if they could 


distribute the bibles and I said yes’ 
so long as it took place after 
school,” Wegner said. He said word 
was sent to the school children that 
they could pick up the bibles on a 
volunteer basis. 
“ Bibles were distributed at El 
Camino 
Elementary 
School 
and 
Crestview Elementary School, for 
sure,” Wegner said. “ And they may 
have been distributed at Westwings 
and Los Padres Schools, but I’m not 
sure.” 


El Camino is located at Chestnut 
Avenue and H Street in downtown 
Lompoc ; the other three schools are 
located at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base. 


A teacher who wished to remain 
anonymous told this reporter some 
faculty members at one of the 
schools in question, “questioned the 
distribution of the bibles, but didn't 
object 
because 
the 
distribution 
cam e on the directive from Wegner. 
The teacher said his principal had 
been directed to allow the Gideon 
people to come on campus and 
deliver bibles to any students in the 
fifth and sixth grades that wanted 
them. 


In press releases to news media 
last week the ACLU cited a portion 
of the Education Code: “ (d) The 
Gideon Bible may not be distributed 
at school. If the teachers and other 
school officials did not participate 
(for example by announcing or 
otherwise promoting distribution), 
it is not illegal to disseminate the 
Bible to children on their way to and 
from public schools as far as state 
and federal laws are concerned. 
There 
may, 
however, 
be 
local 
ordinances prohibiting or regulating 
such distribution ”

FDA, food company recalling frozen food with botulism

Administration (FDA ) and Stouffer’s Food Co., of Solon, 
Ohio, are recalling four frozen food products that may 
contain mushrooms with botulism. 
Terming the recall an “ extra precaution,” an FDA 
spokesman said Monday the Stouffer’s products could be 
located anywhere in the country and some “ may have 
reached” consumers. “ We do not know how widely 
distributed the affected products may be,” the spokesman 
said. 
E arlier Monday FDA recalled Poppa Fabbrim Brand 
Pizza and other products with mushrooms distributed in 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Illinois by Fabbrini 
Fam ily Food Inc., of Ossinike, Mich. 
The Stouffer products recalled were frozen green beans 


and mushrooms, frozen escalloped chicken and noodles, 
frozen 
tuna 
noodle 
casserole 
and 
frozen cream 
of 
mushroom soup. 
In a joint announcement, FDA and Stouffer s urged 
anyone who may have bought the products since Feb. 7, 
1973 to return them to stores where they were purchased. 


They said there was no certainty that botulism existed in 
the products but they may contain mushrooms from United 
Canning Corp., of E ast Palestine, Ohio, which were 
reported Saturday to have the toxic bacteria, and therefore 
“ all m ust be considered suspect 
Stouffer’s planned to complete the recall by the end of 
today, the statement said 
Botulism attacks the nervous system and can be fatal. 
Several cases a year turn up in the United States, nearly all 


from faulty home canning The poison form s after sealing 
when canned food is undercooked, permitting botulin 
bacteria to multiply in the absence of air. Cooking the food 
after the can is opened does not destroy the poison. 
An FDA spokesman said that Poppa Fabbrini had used 
mushrooms from the contaminated lots, but it was not yet 
possible to determine whether the products had been sold to 
the 
public. 
All 
Poppa 
Fabbrini 
products containing 
mushrooms were recalled as a precaution, he said. 


In addition, the FDA said the poison was either confirmed 
or 
suspected 
in 
nine additional 
lots of 
mushrooms 
manufactured by the Ohio firm. The agency said it was 
recalling between 50,000 and 80,000 cans of mushrooms, an 
increase from the original recall of nearly 30,000 Saturday. 
All the mushrooms involved are in institutional-sized 


cans weighing 4.4 to 6.9 pounds, and are not normally used 
in the home. They are marketed under 10 different brand 


“ J0 F the suspected or contaminated cans are stamped on 
the top and bottom with a code. The last three letters of the 
code in all cases are “ 3SA.” That is prefixed with the code 
C3, C4, C5, C9, CZ, CZ, D2. D5. D6, CT. CS, CQ. CN, CM, CL. 
C J, CG, CF or CE on the suspected cans, the FDA said

Nixon, labor compromise near 


MIAMI BEACH (UPI) — President Nixon and organized 
labor may be nearing a compromise on trade legislation to 
curb imports in order to erase the nation's trade deficit and 
strengthen the recently devalued dollar. 
The President met Monday with top union leaders to 
discuss, among other things, his proposals for flexible 
tariffs to limit imports that are hurting U.S. firm s and 
destroying American jobs, and which produced a record 
$6 4 billion trade deficit last year. 
Following the 40-mmute meeting, AFL-CIO President 
George Meany said Nixon was taking “ a very practical 
approach to the trade question ” 
He said the labor federation might be willing to soften its 
insistence on the Burke-Hartke bill authorizing import 
quotas to protect American com panies and jobs, placing 
limitations on overseas investments and putting heavier 
tax burdens on overseas income of U.S. firm s. 
“ I think he wants an option to tell them (other nations) 


that if they lock out American products they are not going 
to be able to sell here in the United States,” Meany told 
reporters. 
Nixon’s tariff proposal is a departure from his previous 
insistence on free trade and a move closer to labor's 
demand for protectionist legislation. But so far, the White 
House has given little detail on the plan and the President 
only skimmed over it in his meeting with the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council and 35 other union presidents in Miami 
Beach. 
Meany provided some details which had been given him 
in a briefing in Miami Beach last week by Treasury 
Secretary George P. Schultz and Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers immediately after Nixon devalued the dollar by 
10 per cent. The White House considers labor support vital 
to passage of trade legislation. 
Meany said Nixon wants authority to negotiate trade 
agreem ents with other nations, and have wide options to 
deal with specific trade problems. 


Sniper acted alone in N. Orleans

• E ssex was shot to death on the hotel’s 
roof by police in an arm ored helicopter to 
end the 27-hour siege. Police storm ed the 
roof the next day in search of a second 
sniper, but found only E sse x ’ body. 


G iarrusso said it was determined tnai 
the 23-year-old black from Em poria, Kan., 
also shot and killed a young black police 
cadet and wounded another officer on New 
Y ear’s Eve. 


“ Mark E ssex could have acted alone in 
committing the crim inal acts on Dec. 31, 
1972, and Jan. 7, 1973,” the chief said “ If

mately $500 million on winter 
recreational equipment. 
Those venturing into the 
cold for fun contributed to 
the 6.5 million people-days 
in the National Parks. A 
good percentage of 30 mil­ 
lion dedicated hunters and 
fishermen outnumbered the 
ranks of 6 million skiers, 
who still are searching for a 
good snow base in this 
relatively snow-less 72-73 
season. 
Figure s*katers and hockey 
players also put their happy 
noses out into the cold and 
bought $23 8 million worth of 
skates last year. Either a 
lot of equipment is idling in 
closets this season or there 
is a goodly number outside 


enjoying the fun. However, 
no matter one’s winter ex­ 
perience it is always wise to 
observe a few precautions: 
DRESS IN TWO LAYERS: 
Close to your body, look for 
clothing that is loosely 
woven to hold body heat and 
allow perspiration to d i s - 
perse. Between this layer 
and chilling winds use a 
tightly woven outer layer as 
a windbreaker. Look for 
outer clothing that won’t 
pick up snow and hold it 
until it melts. To prevent 
watery, moisture stains on 
that favorite parka or snow- 
suit, spray it with fabric pro­ 
tector. 
SEAL OUT THE SNOW: 
When dressing for outdoors 
don’t leave room for snow to 
enter at the top of boots, 
waist, arm cuffs or neck.

Knotty problem gets 


many fringe benefits

DEAR POLLY—Do tell Mrs. F. T. B. to just shake the 
fringe on her bedspread while it is still wet and it will 
dry knot free. 
Grasp about a foot above the fringe and shake as you 
would to get the dust out of a small rug and continue all 
around the edges. Be sure it is wet when you shake it 
and do this after the spread is taken from the automatic 
washer and before it is put in the dryer.—-MRS. F. D. 


DEAR POLLY—Mrs. F. T. B. did not say whether or 
not she dries her white colonial bedspread in the dryer. 
If she does, that may be aggravating her problem with 
tangled fringe. I dry mine on three clotheslines in the 
yard The middle of the spread is put over the middle 
line and the other two edges are securely pinned to the 
outer lines. While still damp shake the fringed ends 
vigorously. This will help separate the strands of the 
fringe and then it does not take long to straighten the 
threads as the spread hangs on the line.—MRS. C. T. R.

Tragedy at track: 
2 horses destroyed 


A R C A D I A 
( U P I ) 
Autobiography, the nation s leading 
handicap horse last year, was put to 
death 
after 
the 
thoroughbred 
shattered its left foreleg on the far 
turn of the featured race Monday at 
Santa Anita Park. 
Jockey Eddie Belmonte, 29, was 
hurled onto the track and suffered 
numerous 
facial 
cuts 
and 
a 
concussion but X-Rays revealed no 
broken bones. He was hospitalized. 
A near-collision several furlongs 
later in the race between Tuqui II 
and Yvetot spilled both their riders. 
Tuqi II suffered a broken leg and 
was also destroyed at the conclusion 
of the race. 
Neither of the two other jockeys 
was badly hurt. 
The track’s day of tragedy was 
capped minutes later when a former 
jockey-tu rned 
jo ck ey s 
valet 
suffered a heart attack during the 
excitement. He was given mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and survived. 
“ I doubt that Autobiography spent 
a d&y of being completely sound 
since it was foaled,’’ said its trainer, 
Frank Martin. “ It sometimes gave 
magnificent performances when it 
should have been in bed. but it was 
all courage and heart. It could have 


been a great one.” 
The chestnut Thoroughbred was 
making only its second start this 
season when its career ended. 
The 5-year-old, just weeks ago the 
recipient of racing’s Eclipse Award 
as the most outstanding of 1972’s 
handicap horses, won $322.879 in 19 
starts last year. That included a 15- 
length win over Key to the Mint and 
Riva Ridge in the Jockey Gold cup.

Along about the end of this

Wilt 
Chamberlain 
will tread to the line and 
miss the 6,000th free throw 
of his eccentric pro career. 


The figure includes only 
regular 
season 
basketball 
games; all-star and playoff 
games would add another 
missed 800 and some change. 


Failed free throws is just 
another record for Chamber- 
lain. a man who holds the 
NBA record for holding the 
most NBA records. 
Chamberlain, now in his 
14th season, has scored more * 
points, played more minutes, 
grabbed more rebounds and 
given more grimaces than 
anyone else. 
He 
has also 
scored 
nearly 6,000 
more 
points than the No. 2 career 
man. Oscar Robertson. He 
has done this despite shoot­ 
ing free throws ooorer than 
most high school players. 


Chamberlain going to the 
foul line has been, depend­ 
ing 
on 
y o u r 
allegiance, 
amusing, amazing, o u t r a ­ 
geous. Also, melancholy. 
Chamberlain on the free 
throw line is a sight. His 
g r e a t 
sweaty 
arms 
and 
shoulders 
g l e a m 
in 
the 
lights. He wears a yellow 
head band (that seems al­ 
ways to be slipping down 
over one e y e ), yellow knee 
guards placed for some in­ 
explicable 
reason 
around 
his shins, yellow wrist bands 
and a good luck rubber band 
around his right wrist. 
He now stands a few feet 
behind the free throw line. 
It is said that because of his 
enormous power he usually 
hits the back rim when he 
toes the line. He shoots with 
a shove and curve-ball twist, 
and not with a smooth snap 
of the wrist. He flips a free 
throw, 
it 
seems, 
with 
a 
prayer and little confidence. 
He has tried many ways 
to shoot a foul shot: two- 
handed, underhanded, to the 
right of the basket, to the 
left.

with career average of .884. 
The year before Sharman

together where he, Jack Nicklaus and Ben 
Hogan were honored as three of golf s all- 
time greats. 
“ You say to yourself After all, you re 
43.’ Then others keep telling you the same 
thing 
It gets you thinking. Not having 
anything go right in so long a period of 
time, even though I didn't feel it was any 
reason to bother me. it was beginning to 
bug me. " 
Nothing’s bugging Arnold Palmer now 
You can tell that by the way he kids 
around 
Byron Nelson, for example, was being 
introduced by Will Grimsley, the Met golf 
writers’ president, when Palmer, off to the 
side, looked at Nelson and cut in: 
“ If I had his money, I’d throw mine 
aw ay.” 
One of the last things in the world on 
Palm er’s mind at that moment is money. 
He picked up $32.000 to go with his other 
millions for winning the Bob Hope, but it 
wasn’t the money that made him throw his 
hat in the air, it was the satisfaction of 
winning, the pure pleasure. 


It made me happy for a lotta reasons, 
says Palmer.

After the Hawaiian Open, though, he 
experimented taking the putter away from 
the ball differently, without putting any 
wrist into the take away and suddenly he 
had it again.

Palmer says the glasses he has been 
wearing for the last year have helped a 
great deal. too. Since his win in the Hope, 
Palmer has been getting m essages of

“ They’re still coming 
in.

Art review 


Local artists worlds apart 


The two artist show now on display in the multi-purpose room in the 
Lompoc* Public Library provides viewers with an excellent example of 
contemporary artists working in different worlds. Their aims and effect are 
quite opposite. 
Consider Leslie Mayer’s many landscapes, especially the seven hanging 
along one wall. They are probably representative of her deepest artistic 
expression. 
She paints landscapes in a traditional style. That is, scenes are true to 
one’s eye and objects are clearly defined with detail. 
Mrs. Mayer chooses faint yellows, and light to medium dark browns as a 
dominant color scheme. Tones are a safe warm. 
These gentle colors accommodate landscapes that behold a placid and 
secure environment. Unobtruding barns sit still near dirt roads that lead to 
serene, small hills. In all landscapes (except one), a road invites viewers 
into the scenes. 
In Mrs. Mayer’s compositions there is an obvious concern with balance 
and perspective: her work can be seen as an exercise in layout of 
composition. 
^ Added up, this artist’s landscapes bare out an orderly and stable world. 
Every form and color avoids the transient in favor of the permanent. The 
fact that these seven paintings are close in size and type of framing and, 
looking from afar, appear identical in scene also imply the artist’s stress 
for order in art and life. 


Dee 
Sudbury’s 
landscapes 
are 
strikingly different. 
Her 
scene 
interpretations favor the impressionistic style — scenes appear the product 
of the artist’s imagination rather than the eye. Objects are blurred: detail 
is absent. 
Mrs. Sudbury’s landscapes display strong, sometimes harsh colors. A 
dark tree contrasts with a deep yellow foreground. At times her work can 
be labeled decorative. 


The artist’s painting style, choice of dark color tones, and application of 
the medium in a heavy texture effect all help to create movement in her 
work. Movement is intentionally missing in Mrs. Mayer’s landscapes. 


Mrs. Sudbury doesn’t seem greatly concerned with balance and 
perspective, though both are obviously present in her work. She stresses 
motions and emotions, rather than order. Hence, scene movement 
Nothing comes across as immortal in her landscapes. Fields look as 
stable as a moving floor in a fun house. Trees and buildings press back 
Dark bird figures fly powerfully; human figures labor in the fields. In 
comparison, Mrs. Mayer’s human figures are in suspended animation 
Mrs. Sudbury’s aim is to stimulate the viewer visually, to appeal to his 
senses. She presents a world motions, physically and psychologically 
This show continues on view through March. The works by these two well 
known local artists are for sale. Not all are landscapes. —S.T.

Competition 


The 10 per cent devaluation of the dollar 
has ended the latest monetary crisis and 
given the United States a breathing spell. 
But it does not treat the basic problem 
anymore than did the 8.75 per cent 
devaluation in December, 1971. 
The basic problem is that this country is 
sending 
more 
dollars 
overseas 
in 
purchases of foreign goods than it is 
receiving back in the form of purchases of 
American goods by foreigners, or by 
foreign investment in U.S. businesses. 


The devaluation of the dollar will go far 
toward wiping out the projected trade 
imbalance 
for 
1973 
by 
making 
U.S. 
products both more attractive abroad and 
more competitive with foreign imports in 
this country. 
To 
the 
extent 
that 
it 
discourages 
American tourists from traveling and 
spending abroad, because their dollars no 
longer go as far in terms of foreign money,

and to the extent that it encourages 
foreigners to come here for the opposite 
reason, this will also help. 
Over the longer range, moves charted by 
the administration to encourage other 
countries to relax discriminatory barriers 
against American exports will place us on 
a more competitive footing with them, and 
help insure that we do not have another 
crisis in another year. 
One of these moves is the use of 
selective tariffs against those trading 
partners employing 
the 
same tactics 
against us. But this must not be permitted 
to get out of hand. It could ultimately be 
disastrous if the growing protectionist 
sentiment 
in 
Congress 
were 
to 
be 
translated 
into the kind of economic 
isolationism which contributed so much to 
the worldwide depression of the 1930s. 
The 
name 
of 
the 
game 
is 
still 
competition. 


Diminishing dollar 


In its sullen way, economics is a 
strangely 
satisfactory 
science. 
Really, you don’t ever get away with 
anything, not over the long haul. 
However, people have made dream s 
come true and are moving quickly in 
the right direction during the short 
haul, but probably as many dreams 
have been shattered, as made, by 
speculators, individual and national. 
If you want to live 
that kind of life, this 
is a good time to do 
it. Meanwhile, using 
the most difinitive 
of all languages, the 
peoples of the world 
have said in effect 
American products 
are overpriced. 
Now if it had happened that 
simultaneously the American people 
were saying that the products of 
other countires are overpriced, we’d 
have 
a 
standoff 
— 
a 
general 
reduction in international trade; the 
lowering of the entire mobile, with 
every country occupying the same 
position relative to other countries. 
But Americans were not finding 
o t h e r 
c o u n t r i e s ’ 
p r o d u c t s 
overpriced. Billions more dollars 
w ere 
going 
out 
than 
w ere 
subsequently spent by foreigners to 
buy American goods. That kind of 
thing produces the kind of crisis we 
have just been through 
All the talk now, as one comes to 
expect, 
is 
of 
tricky, 
painless 
manipulations 
of 
one 
kind 
or 
another. The President has asked 
for new authority from Congress. If 
you 
read between the lines, 
it 
appears to come down to this: the 
President wants formal authority to 
in tim id a te 
c o u n trie s 
w hose 
obstacles to American trade are 
apparently artificial. 
I judge that to be a legitimate 
request for power. Tariffs are the 
work of the devil. 
And in the 
economic model, tariffs are never 
ever justified They teach you that 
when a particular country (read 
Japan in the current situation) has 
been keeping its currency at an 
artifically low level in order to 
maximize 
its 
sales 
to 
another 
country, then it is doing nothing 
more than making a gift to that 
country. If the real value of the yen 
all along has been 25 per cent higher 
than the official rate, then every 
American who has paid $300 for a 
Sony TV is taking a gift of $75 from 
the Japanese people.

therorists say. In due course, they 
point out, the Japanese government

Otherwise they are useless, 
and what would be the point in 
working to manufacture Sony TV’s 
to sell in America in exchange for 
useless paper? 
The theory is of couse correct in 
the long run, but central banking 
mechanisms are now so powerful, 
and the stakes so large, irrational 
losses can be tolerated for strategic 
reasons over painfully long period. 
That becomes political warfare, for 
economic 
ends. 
Whereas 
it 
is 
senseless and otherwise wrong to 
raise tariffs in order to provide 
illusory economic protection, it is 
something else to erect tariffs in 
response to political aggression. For 
the sake of nomenclature, and so as 
not to offend the legacy of Adam 
Smith, it is better to think of such 
tariffs as, in effect, embargoes. 
Embargoes 
are 
prescribed 
for 
political 
reasons 
only, 
and 
the 
political 
function 
is clearly the 
government’s to discharge. 
Where is Mr. Nixon suggesting 
that

are 
other 
ways 
to 
confound those foreigners who are

Open season on '874' 


There has been considerable flack 
recently 
from 
critics 
of 
those 
governmental entities which have 
received federal funds for a variety 
of programs and which are now 
unhappy because the funds may be 
cut off. Some of the federal funding 
according 
to 
the 
dictates 
of 
President Nixon’s budget proposals 
would be cut off, some reduced and 
some according to announced plans, 
replaced with revenue sharing funds 
disbursed by the state. 
It is unfortunate 
that 
the 
federal 
Public Law 874 aid 
m onies 
for 
im ­ 
pacted school dis­ 
tric ts 
has 
been 
lumped along with a 
lot 
of 
program s 
such as those ad­ 
m inistered 
under 
the Offoce of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity, 
for example. 


The story and the impact of P.L. 
874 monies is simple. 
Congress 
originated the legislation because of 
the rationale that no small local 
school district could be expected to 
shoulder the sometimes enormous 
costs of providing education for 
sudden 
influxes 
of 
stu d en ts 
connected with sprawling military- 
defense installations. 


Lompoc’s school district setup 
grew 
almost overnight 
from 
a 
m ixture 
of 
small 
elem entary 
districts and a high school to a 
unified 
district 
with 
two 
high 
schools, two junior high schools, and 


14 elementary schools. 
Congress made it possible for 
local authorities to finance about $15 
million in school building for a local 
expenditure of about $5 million. On 
top of this P.L. 874 provided the 
operational assistance needed on a 
month by month basis. 
The threat to operational monies 
has been persistent and in recent 
years louder and louder. Each year 
the clamor from the districts and 
states not receiving P.L. 874 monies 
has grown in power. 
P.L. 874 is really in several parts. 
Some of the funds are for the 
education of the children of military 
men such as soldiers, flyers and 
sailors. Some goes for the education 
of children of military or defense 
connected personnel who live on 
military reservations and some for 
military 
or 
defense 
connected 
personnel who live off military 
reservations; and finally some goes 
for the education of children who 
reside in government housing such 
as that behind and immediately 
north of the Lompoc Post Office. 
The focal point for most of the 
attacks on P.L. 874 and the point 
that would hurt the local district 
most is on payments for children of 
military 
or 
defense 
connected 
personnel who live off military 
reservations. 
Vandenberg Village 
and Mission Hills have hundreds of 
such 
families. 
Money 
for 
that 
purpose is immediately threatened. 
The 
basic 
things 
we 
m ust 
rem em ber are that Congress may 
authorize and later appropriate only 
a 
percentage 
of

They mav agree to modify it, but not 
to kill it. 
A reduction of funds for P.L 874 
under 
any 
arrangement 
is 
not 
simply 
a 
reduction 
of 
federal 
spending, or a cutback in federal 
programs, it is a refusal to shoulder 
a legitimate federal responsibility 
generated by the nation’s effort to 
defend itself.
